MOSCOW, Oct. 12 (UP)—The 
Soviet Government protested 
today to the United States and 
Britain over their decision to 
give .one A of Trieste to Italy 
and said such a move “may 
evoke new difficulties in this 
area of Europe.” 

The Soviet protest tas made 
in a note delivered today to the 
United States and Britain. 

“The division of the Free Ter- 
ritory of Trieste does not con- 
form with the efforts of main- 
taining peace and security and 
possibly may evoke new difficul- 
ties in this area of Europe,” the 
note said. 

The Kremlin based its protest 
on the allegation that the turn- 
ing over of Zone A of Trieste to 
Italy would violate the Italian 
treaty signed on Feb. 22, 1947. 

Article 22 of the Italian treaty

Attorney to Seek Re- 


hearing for Ex-Collec- 
tor — Refusal Would 
Mean He Must Start 
Prison Term. 


James P. Finnegan, former 
Collector of Internal Revenue 
here, was denied a review by the 
United States Supreme Court 
today of the two-year prison 
sentence and $10,000 fine im- 
posed upon him for misconduct 
in office. 


Morris A. Shenker, Finnegan's 
attorney, told the Post-Dispatch 
a petition for a rehearing would 
be filed in the Supreme Court 
within the 30-day period pro- 
vided by law. 

Unless the court grants a re- 
hearing, Finnegan will be re- 
quired to serve his sentence and 
pay the fine. Filing of a rehear- 
ing petition automatically de- 
lays execution of the sentence. 
Such petitions are generally 
acted upon by the court within 
a short time. 

Efforts te Get Reversal. 

Finnegan made several efforts 
to have his conviction reversed 
or get a new trial after he was 
found guilty by a jury in United 
States District Court here March 
15, 1952. 

However, Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen, who presided at the trial, 
refused to grant him a new 
trial and the United States Court 
of Appeals also turned down his 
appeal. 

At his trial, Finnegan, who 
lives at 6230 Delor street but 
recently put his home up for 
sale, was found guilty of accept- 
ing $5000 from the Warwick 
Hotel Co. for his services in 
helping the hotel owners collect 
a $40,000 claim from the Coast 
Guard. 

Convicted on Second Count. 

He also was convicted im a sec- 
ond count of receiving $3000 
from American Lithofold Corp. 
for helping the firm obtain 
$565,000 in loans from the Re- 
construction Finance Corpora- 
tion. 

At the time of the Warwick 
Hotel and American Lithofold 
Corp. . incidents, Finnegan was 
collector of internal revenue. A 
Government employe is prohibi- 
ted from receiving compensation 
for services in any claim in 
which the United States is an 
interested party. 

Finnegan was acquitted on 
three counts of accepting bribes. 

Today's ruling by the Supreme 
Court was not amplified. In 
seeking a writ of certiorari, 
Shenker alleged that the trial 
in St. Louis was conducted 
“under an atmosphere of dam- 
aging and prejudicial publicity.”

The special court knocked out 
a commission bar on program 
schemes which directly or indi- 
rectly require audiences to listen 
to shows as a condition of being 
eligible to win prizes. 

The commission rules were in- 
tended to enforce a federal law 
which forbids the broadcast of 
lotteries and similar schemes. 
Stations which do not comply 
would be denied renewal of their 
licenses. But the bar was held 
in abeyance pending final Su- 
preme Court action on the FCC 
appeal. 

National Broadcasting Co., Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System and 
American Broadcasting Co. op- 
posed a Supreme Court review 
of the case. 

The court’s decision to call for 
arguments was announced in a 
routine list of some 200 orders 
handed down by Chief Justice 
Earl Warren.

Mayor Says St. Louis 


Would Have to Slash 
Services 40 Pct, and 
Let Third of Its Em- 
ployes Go.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 
The City of St. Louis will be 
forced to slash municipal serv- 
ices 40 per cent and let a third 
of its employes go if it loses the 
$8,000,000 in annual revenue 
produced by the muricipal earn- 
ings tax, Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker told a group of north- 
west Missouri legislators here 
today.

Accompanied by former Mayor 


Aloys P. Kaufmann, Mayor 
Tucker igs making an extended 
tour of the state to seek sup- 
port for his appeal for a special 
session of the Legislature to 
authorize continuation of the 
earnings tax. 

He opened his tour by confer- 
ring here with Senators Clayton 
W. Allen ‘(Rep.), Rockport, and 
William O. Sawyers ‘Dem.’, St. 
Joseph; Republican Speaker of 
the. House Lester A. Vonder- 
schmidt, Mound City, and 11 
other state representatives. 

“If we in St. Louis fail to 
prosper, it will eventually. be re- 


flected in the prosperity of the | 


state as a whole,” Mayor Tucker 
told the legislators at an infor- 
mal luncheon. 

Former Mayor Kaufmann | 
warned that loss of the earn- 
ings tax revenue through expi- | 
ration of the levy next April | 
would block plans for a big | 
bond issue to finance urgently 
needed public improvements in 
St. Louis. 

“These improvements are 
necessary in order for St. Louis 


to keep pace with such cities | 
as Pittsburgh and New Orleans,” | 


he declared. “We do not want to 


sit on the bank of the Missis- | 


sippi river and become a third- 
or fourth-rate city.” 

Some of the legislators ex- 
pressed the fear that the mu- 
nicipal earnings tax might set a 
precedent for other Missouri 
cities. 

Pointing out that Mayor Stan- 
ley I. Dale of St. Joseph has de- 
clared an earnings tax would be 
useful for his city, Senator Saw- 
yers stated: “I don’t want that 


tax here.” ea

Morris A. Shenker, defense 
attorney, told the jury Carroll 
dealt with John Mooney and 
other bookmakers, but made no 
payments to their customers. 
Shenker added that Carroll ex- 
ercised no supervisory control 
over Mooney and his other busi- 
ness associates. 


A large number of St. Louis- 
ans appeared before the grand 
|jury, which originally indicted 
Carroll on 104 counts involving 
payments to customers. District 
Judge Richard M. Dunean, in 
whose court the case is being 
tried, upheld a defense conten- 
ition that the alleged failure to 


‘report the $600 payments con- 


stituted a single offense in the 
‘years 1949 and 1950. 

Judge Duncan's decision was 
unanimously upheld by the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court, which 
heard the Government's appeal 
from his ruling. 

If convicted on the two re- 
maining counts, the cefendant 
faces a maximum penalty of one 
year in jail and a $10,000 fine 
on each.

NATO PREVENTED 
RED AGGRESSION 


General Believes There 
+ Won't Be War So 
Long as Allies Keep 
Guard Up. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12 (AP)— 
Gen. Alfred Gruenther, com- 
mander of the North Atlantic 
Treaty forces, says he is con- 
vinced that NATO has’ blocked 


Soviet military aggression in 
Europe and that there will not 
be another world war. 

Gruenther said on: the NBC 
television show “Meet the 
Press,” he still has the opti- 
mistic hopes for peace he ex- 
pressed when he succeeded Gen. 
Matthew Ridgway last July. 

“NATO has made the Rus- 
sians stop, look and listen,” he 
said. He added that he believes 
war will not come as long as the 
Allies keep their guard up and 
do not offer the Russians a soft 
spot to attack. 

“I’m certain we're going to 
keep our guard up,” he said.

Buffet meals are such fun, 
why is it we so seldom think of 
a dessert-buffet for entertain- 
ing?

It is plausible on the surface 
because it would, in effect, tie 
the Republican policy committee 
lo the powerful chairmanships 
pf the Senate committees and 
thus increase its legislative au- 
thority. 

But, whether intended or not, 
t would be destructive of the 
President's leadership because 
it would give the dominant leg- 
islative voice to those Repub- 
ican Senators who hold their 
oe because of seniority— 

n 


d seniority only—not because 
hey represent the massive pop- 
vote which sent Eisenhower 
jo the White House. 
Currently the Senate Repub- 
can Policy Committee is made 
“~ of a balanced cross-section 
of all the. Republicans regard- 
less of seniority. This guaran- 
tees that the new G.O.P. Sena- 
tors who won office from the 
ame voters who helped elect 
isenhower have a substantially 
equal voice in shaping the de- 
cisions of the Republican Pol- 
icy Committee. 
Disproportionate Voice. 


If seniority is to be allowed 
to dominate the Republican Pol- 
icy Committee, this means that 
the frequently re-elected Re- 
publican Senators from a few 
states whose principal policies 
have never produced a G.O.P. 
national victory would have a 
disproportionate and an over- 
riding voice in party policy. 

All this is why the Capehart 
proposal is plausible on the sur- 
face but is hurtful to the party 
and harmful to the President's 
Jeadership in reality—even if 
not so intended. 

The information which comes 
to this correspondent is that the 
majority of Republican Sena- 
tors will be exceedingly wary 
of Capehart’s scheme to man 
the policy committee on a sen- 
fority, rather than a represen- 
tative, basis. And it wouldn’t be 
surprising if enough of the sen- 
jority-elected committee chair- 


would create to sidetrack it be- 
fore it does worse. 

Seniority government is not 
representative, republican gov- 
ernment and its effect is to 
make legislative policy-making 
unresponsive to majority voter 
opinion. 

Need for Action. 

The prospective defeat of the 
Capehart proposal does not, of 
course, solve the President's 
problem of organizing more ef- 
fectively his relations with his 
party in the Senate.

The need, surely, is to cre- 
ate a legislative - executive 
policy committee which will 
have a good chance of doing 
two things: 

1, Build the maximum area 
of legislative policy agree- 
ment which can be reached 
between the President and 
his party in Congress. 

2. Secure the best pros- 
pects of such an agreed pro- 
gram being enacted into law 
by the Congress. 

Remember the 1948 election? 
President Truman successfully 
campaigned against what he 
branded the “do nothing Re- 
publican Congress” and success- 
fully sold the majority of the 
voters on the idea that if they 
elected a Democratic Congress 
and a Democratic President, 
then the “Truman program” 
could become law. 

The voters did so. And the 
“Truman program” got littie 
farther at the hands of the Dem- 
ocratic 1948 Congress than it 
had at the hands of the Repub- 
lican 1946 Congress. 

Majority Opposed. 

What was the catch? The 
catch was that the Democratic 
party’s presidential candidate— 
Truman—was advocating a set 
of legislative proposals to which 
the majority of the Democratic 
party’s congressional candidates 
was substantially opposed. The 
vocal, national voice, which 
lured the votes, was President 
Truman’s. The Democratic op- 
position to the “Truman pro- 
gram” was usually and prudent- 
ly quiet at the time. 

This deliberate blurring of 
the political realities with a 
presidential candidate advocat- 
ing measures the majority of 
his party opposes is no partic- 
ular vice of Truman’s. It is just 
a vivid example. It has 
been practiced by both parties 
and their presidential nominees.

Make H-Bombs

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 12 (UP) 
HAIRMAN W., Sterling Cole 
C (Rep.), New York, of the 
Senate-House Congressional 
Atomic Energy Committee said 
today he feared that Russia had 
embarked on a program of pro- 
ducing “hundreds or even thou- 
sands” of hydrogen bombs. 
Representative Cole said there 
was a real danger that the 
United States might fall behind 
in the atomic arms race, and 
called for a vastly increased 
H-bomb program “comparable 
in scale, dollars, resources, dar- 
ing and speed to our entire 


Yatomic effort of World War II.” 


Speaking before the American 
Legion’s National Conference of 
State Commanders and Adju- 
tants, he said there was “omi- 
nous” evidence that H-bombs 
may be “far easier” to produce 
than scientists once thought. 
Recalls Reports. 
Although he did not elaborate 
on this statement, it recalled 
recent unofficial reports that 
scientists have found a way to 
produce H-bombs without using 
ordinary A-bombs as a “trigger” 
to generate the enormous heat 
necessary for the hydrogen fu- 
sion reaction. 
“If our own hydrogen effort 
falters, as it must not and neca 
not, the Soviets have it in their 
capacity to outstrip us — and 
outstrip us decisively—within a 
relatively short period of time,” 
Cole said. 
“Here is the stark arithemtic 
of the matter: seven years 
elapsed between Hiroshima and 
our own hydrogen test of last 
fall; four years elapsed between 
the first Russian »A-bomb that 
we detected and Moscow's hy- 
drogen test. These are not very 
comforting statistics .. .” 
Russia, he continued, has 
made unexpected speed in its 
nuclear program because Soviet 
leaders “assigned supreme and 
overriding priority to their pro)- 
ect from the very outset.” 
He did not estimate the cost 
of the stepped-up H-bomb pro- 
gram he proposed, but said it 
should be undertaken at once 
even if it means abandoning at- 
tempts to balance the federal 
budget. 
“It is appalling that I find 
myself forced to recommend this 
course of action,” Cole said. “I 
hate the weapons we have been 
forced to produce, and the still 
more devastating weapons to 
come. Yet, though it be against 
our will, we are now engaged 
in an atomic and hydrogen arms 
race. We have no alternative 
but to stay ahead—command- 
ingly and incontestably ahead.” 
“Our own hydrogen effort— 
speaking in terms of a major, 
concerted attack on the problem 
rather than a series of research 
projects—dates back only to 
1950," Cole said. 
“From the facts we now know, 
I presume that a full-scale So- 
viet hydrogen program was 
started earlier, perhaps several 
years earlier.” 
He said that if it cost a lot 
of money to make hydrogen 
bombs, Americans might console 
themselves with the thought that 
the Soviets could manufacture 
them only in smali quantities.

Mission in Missouri 


This Columbus Day Mayor Tucker starts his 
1800-mile tour of Missouri on behalf of the St. 
Louis earnings tax. With him is former Mayor 
Kaufmann. And we hope that they will have a 
landfall as successful, in its way, as that of the 
Admiral of the Ocean Sea. 


People here in St. Louis have known for a 
leng time how important to them is the con- 
tinued collection of this tax, scheduled to expire 
next April. It means all the difference between 
municipal bankruptcy and a city treasury ample 
enough to pay for essential city services. It also 
means some sharing of the municipal tax burden 
by those who live beyond the city’s limits but 
make daily use of its facilities in earning their 
livelihoods. 

The job which Mr. Tucker, Mr. Kaufmann 
and their traveling companions now have on 
their hands is to make this need just as clear to 
Missouri's outstate legislators—the men who 
have the legal power to make or break the city 
government. That is why the city’s representa- 
tives are meeting these gentlemen in 11 regional 
meetings to be held in the next two weeks all 
the way from St. Joseph to Poplar Bluff.

If the Mayor and his associates are success- 
ful, if the legislators are persuaded and if Gov. 
Donnelly calls a special session, then St. Louis 
will have escaped a major financial crisis. Some 
may say that all the arguments in favor of con- 
tinuing this tax-levying authority were made in 
the regular session. But there was one draw- 
back: the St. Louis city administration did not 


have the solid support of the St. Louis legisla- , 


tive delegation. 


That has been changed. With a reservation 
only on the part of State Senator Robert Pent- 
land, St. Louis Senators and Representatives 
now have pledged themseives to vote for the 
authorization measure. Had they done so earlier, 
it would now be law. But that water has flowed 
into the sea. ' 


As for Senator Pentland’s reservation, he says 
he will vote for continuance of the earnings 
tax provided it grants exemptions to taxpayers 
with dependents. This point is good. The Post- 
Dispatch took a similar stand. But when it 
came a question of a tax without exemptions or 
no earnings tax at all, there could be only one 
decision, 


* . ° 


Perfect equity in taxation is to be expected 
only in Utopia; or will there be no taxes there 
at all? The relatively slight flaw of no exemp- 
tions in a levy as light as the earnings tax can- 
not even begin to weigh against the hardships 
and handicaps which would be imposed on St. 
Louis by the blocking off of this source of city 
income. 

The figures have been reviewed often enough. 
It no longer takes imagination here in St. Louis 
to realize what a difference of $8,000,000 a year 
in the city’s receipts would make in hospital 
care, street paving, rubbish collection and all the 
other workaday municipal functions. Denial of 
the money would be for St. Louis a sentence to 
stagnation. 

This, we believe, will be made clear to the 
outstate legislators. Knowing the facts and re- 
alizing what a stagnating St. Louis would mean 
for the rest of Missouri, we are sure they will 
act with intelligence—given the chance by Gov. 
Donnelly to do so.

Secondary Attack on Drouth 
The House Agriculture Committee suggests 
one good way of alleviating the drouth disaster 
by recommending expansion of the Federal 
Government's beef purchase program. 
It is a subsidiary attack on the problem, 


though it would be useful and should be used. 


At least it would save farmers from having to 
sell beef at giveaway prices. The primary meth- 
od of attack, and the one on which first em- 
phasis should still be put, is to enable the dairy- 
men and cattlemen to hold onto their herds 
through the winter. 

Hay is needed, in large quantities, and with 
subsidies to cover the cost of transportation 
from the fields to the barns. Some of this 
subsidy will have to be supplied by the Federal 
Government if it is to be adequate in amount. 

Loans are needed, on generous terms and 
expedited procedure, to enable farmers to buy 
the hay and other essentials for carrying their 
herds over till spring—and for restoring their 
burned-out pastures. 

The more this primary approach is used, the 
less the secondary approach of federal purchase 
of beef will be needed. Right now, both ap- 
proaches are needed. 

It is to be hoped that the House committee's 
prodding of Secretary Benson in the matter of 
beef purchase will help to arouse the Secretary 
and the Administration to their responsibilities 
for helping keep the dairying and beef-raising 
industries intact. 

There is, unfortunately, no firm indication as 
yet that Washington has abandoned its minimum 
approach to drouth relief in favor of more ade- 
quate measures. This, the country can only 
assume, comes from a minimum realization of 
the extent and gravity of the disaster. 

The House Agriculture Committee can go still 
farther to bring the drouth home to Washington. 
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Churchill’s ‘Sure Hope’ 

Prime Minister Churchill went very far in- 
deed when he told the Conservative party con- 
ference at Margate that American participation 
in an East-West non-aggression pact would give 
him a “sure hope” that there will be no third 
world war. , 

The hopes of others may not be so sure, but 
certainly nobody has a better right to be heard 
with respect on this subject than Sir Winston 
Churchill, 

As against those who would appease expand- 
ing Nazism in the ‘30s, he was the symbol of 
resistance and ultimately of victory. As against 
those who would appease expanding Communism 
in the ’40s, he was the symbol of resistance and 
one of the authors of the Western policy of con- 
tainment. When he now says the time has ar- 
rived for a diplomatic settlement, his words 
carry great weight. 

As Churchill envisions that settlement, it 
would include an understanding, embodied in a 
treaty, that the United States and the NATO 
alliance would oppose any aggression from Rus- 
sia against Europe, end also oppose any aggres- 


sion from Europe against Russia. Had the United . 


States been involved in similar two-way guaran- 
tees in the past, the Prime Minister believes, 
the first and second world wars might never 
have occurred. 

The guarantees which he proposes that the 
United States undertake with its allies are no 
greater, as he says, than the obligations already 
assumed under the U.N. charter. They are no 
more than our clear national interest requires us 


to undertake. Twice by military action we have 
intervened to prevent Germany from mastering 
the continent. Since World War II we have in- 
tervened massively to prevent Russia from mas- 
tering the continent. 


If, by formalizing in a treaty the responsibili- 
ties we already recognize, we could induce the 
Russians to accept a European settlement in- 
cluding the peaceful reunification of Germany 
and the stabilization of central European fron- 
tiers, who shall say that it would not be worth 
the effort? 
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What Kind of G.0.P. Support? 


Republican leaders, national and state, have 
been meeting at Kansas City to plan next year's 
congressional campaign in Missouri. Object: to 
elect more Republican representatives from this 
state than the present four. 


According to Representative Richard M. Simp- 
son of Pennsylvania, “people are concerned over 
whether President Eisenhower has sufficient 
backing in Congress to accomplish his aims.” 
And that is why Mr. Simpson wants Missouri to 
send more Republicans to Washington next year. 


But we have a suspicion that the matter is 
not so simple as that. One of President. Elisen- 
hower’s aims in the last session of Congress was 
the extension of the excess profits tax. When 
this issue came before the House, two of Mis- 
souri’s Republican Congressmen—Hillelson and 
Short—supported the request, and two of them 
—Curtis and Cole—opposed it. 


Which kind of Republican support for the 
President does Mr. Simpson want more of from 
Missouri—the Curtis-Cole kind, or the Hillelson- 
Short kind? 

Another of President Eisenhower's aims in the 
last session was to continue the public housing 
program at a level of 35,000 homes to be built 
this year. Thegfiouse Appropriations Committee 
denied his request and recommended that no 
new public housing at all be authorized. 


A Democratic Congressman from Illinois, Sid- 
ney R. Yates, offered an amendment to restore 
the Eisenhower program of 35,000 homes. The 
four Republican congressmen from Missouri, to 
a man, voted against it. 

Is that the kind of support for the President 
which Mr. Simpson wants Missouri to send 
more of? 

Or is Mr. Simpson just interested in getting 
some Republican congressmen, whether or not 
they support the man whose coat-tails he hopes 
they can ride?

Proof in the Eating 

The test of Attorney General Brownell’s new 
policy on anti-trust law enforcement will be its 
results. He is undoubtedly right in saying that 
the backlog of cases on file is too large for his 
staff to prosecute. When he announces that it 
will be his policy to settle as many as possible 
out of court, however, he is inviting the defend- 
ants to set their prices high. And when the 
Government is under pressure to close cases 
by settlement, the opportunities for favoritism 
are increased. 

In order to offset fears that the new policy 
may mean weakened anti-trust law enforcement, 
Mr. Brownell cites the new case just filed in the 
lead industry, and the verdict in an old case 
on General Electric light bulb patents. In the 
future he wants to enforce the anti-trust laws 
not by filing a large number of cases, but by 
concentrating on the most significant ones. 

This is a plausible policy provided it rests 
on a basic determination to enforce the laws 
vigorously and without special favors. There 
have been times in the past when these laws 
virtually expired for want of enforcement. Mr. 
Brownell will have to show by the record he 
compiles in each case that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration is not going to follow some of its 
G.O.P. predecessors in that respect. 
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Fugitives as Farmhands 

California’s farm spokesmen unintentionally 
painted an ugly picture in their defense of 
Mexican “wetback” labor. They warned Attor- 
ney General Brownell it. might undermine the 
nation’s economy to deport the wetbacks, so 
called because many of them swim the Rio 
Grande in entering this country illegally. The 
farm spokesman proposed that instead, the 
Government legalize their violation of the law 
by issuing them one-year visas. 

Do the Californians who propound these sen- 
timents have any notion how callous, cynical 
and wanting in ethical sense they sound to 
others? If they believe the national economy 
would crash without the support of aliens ille- 
gally resident here, they have little faith in it 
indeed. If their idea of law is that it should 
be set aside in case it is violated, they have 
scant respect for it. 

Nor is their espousal of what is in effect, in 
many cases, slave labor, any more palatable. 
Wetbacks, being fugitives from justice, do not 
occupy a favorable’ bargaining position. They 
take what they can get. Farmers who employ 
them exploit their wretchedness, are profiteers 


in misery, and certainly deserve legal punish- : 


ment as much as the wetbacks. 

A presidential commission’s study showed 
that farmers in the United States can get ample 
labor in their own country if they will pay 
decent wages and offer decent working condi- 
tions. The Attorney General should not let 
the California farm spokesmen’s specious ar- 
guments deter him from carrying out his an- 
nounced intention of drying up the influx of 
wetbacks. This sorry business is against the law 
and it is an offense to the American spirit.

An Act of Mercy 


Twenty-eight years ago Johannes J. Pedersen, 
an emigrant from Denmark, was arrested in 
Chicago for a $14.50 theft. He was convicted 
and served four concurrent one-year sentences 
in Illinois. Only 20 years old at the time ofghis 
offense, he went to Iowa and in the town of 
Tipton started life anew. He became a respect- 
ed member of the community and was chosen 
to be treasurer of his church. The record of 
the sentences, however, interfered. with his 
becoming a citizen and under the McCarran 
Act deportation proceedings were begun in 1951. 

Thanks to a recommendation of the Illinois 
State Board of Paroles and Pardons, Gov. Strat- 
ton has now pardoned Pedersen. With the 
pardon in his record, the sentences for the $14.50 
theft will cease to be an excuse for Pedersen’s 
deportation. Immigration authorities will sure- 
ly exercise whatever discretion they have to 
see that an injustice is not unnecessarily done 
under the McCarran Act.

Senator McCarthy has turned up so 
much indisputably useful evidence on 
Communist penetration of the Govern- 
ment that we regret to see him pursu- 
ing what looks like 
a wrong trail. The 
Senator has turned 
from his discoveries 
of Communist ac- 
tivity in the Gov- 
ernment Printing 
Office to an investi- 
gation of the Army, 
and there has come 
upon a restricted 
pamphlet entitled 
“Psychological and 
Cultural * Traits of 
Soviet Siberia.” 


Only 100 copies 
of this have been 
printed and 37 have 
been circulated, chiefly to staff offi- 
cers and commanding officers in the 
Far East. The pamphlet was not in- 
tended for general use and was not em- 
ployed in the orientation of men in 
the ranks. Its stated purpose is to in- 
form officers about the nature of a pos- 
sible enemy. In pursuancé of this 
purpose it specifically states that it does 
n@ seek “to demonstrate the political 
injustice and economic tyranny of the 
Bolshevik Government but to illuminate 
the Russian in his existing habitat.” 


Mr. McCarthy is not satisfied with 
the approach and evidently thinks that 
Russia cannot be discussed properly 
without resort to condemnation. We 
suppose that a general officer is ex- 
pected to have sufficient perspective to 
abhor the Soviet system and that the 
authors of the pamphlet thought it 
superfluous to add denunciation of 
their own when their simple objective 
was to offer estimates that might guide

_ a commander in conducting possible 


operations against a people whose na- 
ture and outlook are to some degree un- 
known. 


The Senator's principal objection is 
that the pamphlet does not assert that 
al] people under the Soviet tyranny are 
opposed to it.' The booklet says that 
if they toe the Kremlin line and do as 
they are told, they can get by fairly 
well. They are obliged to trade political 
and intellectual liberty for totalitarian 
security, the pamphlet makes clear, but 
this individual repression may not weigh 
as heavily upon their minds as it would 


on those of Americans, who have long 
known and cherished: freedom. 

We cannot agree with the Senator's 
analysis that this is pro-Soviet propa- 
ganda which, if believed, would cause 
Americans to want to move to Russia. 


In war it is well to avoid the mistake 
of embracing false assumptions about 


“the enemy. If America and Russia were 


ever to go to war, it would be ap error 
of the first magnitude to believe that 
every Russian except the top crust of a 
couple of million party members was 
disaffected and would turn on the re- 
gime at the first opportunity.

Still other Rus- 
sians will be cawed by police discipline. 


That there is much dissident ofinion 
in Russia, though largely suppressed 
and latent, has been established by the 
reception accorded the advancing Ger- 
man armies in World War II by the 
Ukranians and others. Stalin after the 
war wiped five “autonomous” Soviet 
republics off the map by transporting 
their populations to forced labor in 
Siberia because they welcomed the 
Germans as liberators. 


The Germans made a fatal mistake 
in not accepting these people as allies. 
Instead, they were brutally treated

Teach—or Drive a Truck?

There must be some lesson for us in 
the incident reported from Summit, 
NJ., 1950 population 17,929. A high 
school teacher there, Arthur Kull, a 33- 
year-old veteran of the Second World 
War, has just notified the board of edu- 
cation that he is quitting his job, which 
pays $85 a week, and is taking a job 
driving a brewery truck for $137.50 a 
week. 


On an annual basis, if the work was 
steady, the truck job would pay $7150, 
the teaching job $4420, Yet the Sum- 
mit teacher was doing fairly well as 
teachers’ pay goes, nation-wide. In the 
ee school year the average salary 

all public school instructional per- 
sonnel—classroom pooeness, principals 
and supervisors—was $3530. 

If he has taught all his life and 
reached the top-grade pay, fortified with 


bia University, found that the average 
annual teacher salary in Brookline, at 
$4871, ranked with a plumber's income. 


Starting pay for teachers here, if 
without a Master's degree, is $3000, 
which is $58 a week. Weekly earnings 
of factory production workers nation- 
wide in mid-June averaged $72.04, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics. Students leaving scientific colleges 
with a Bachelor’s degree can earn about 
$1000 a year more in their first job 
than if they became teachers in the 


-New York school system. 


Even in the New York area—which, 
according to the Metropolitan School 
Study Council, has the best-supported 
large group of public schools in the 
United States—salaries range from a 
low of $2400 to a high of $7200, with 
only eighteen teachers (in suburban 
schools) over $7000. 

Is it any wonder there is a nation- 
wide teacher shortage, and that many 
who do teach are unqualified for this 
important work? The marvel is that 
there vy many teachers as there 
ee. and the quality is as good as 


Between Book Ends 


Prince of French Poets 


MALLARME by Wallace Fowlie, with 10 line drew- 
ings Heari Matisse, (University of icage 
Press, 279 pags., $5.) 

The deaths of Valery and Gide in re- 
cent years marked the passing of two 
of the most widely recognized disciples 
of Stephane Mallarme, France's leading 
exponent of’ symbolism after Baude- 
laire. Only very few living French 
writers are not indebted to this esthete, 
to whom poetry was the most complex 
linguistic art and whose role was that 
of high priest and prince of poets t 
the circle attending his Tuesday re- 
ceptions in the '80s and '90s. 


As Mr. Fowlie points out in this 
masterly study, Mallarme’s specific in- 
fluence is difficult to trace. It lies 
rather in his theory than in his ex- 
tremely finished, subjective style. The 
very obscurity for 
which Mallarme 
was attacked and 
ridiculed — even 
by Anatole France 
and Proust — was 
an essential part 
of his poetics, a by- 
product of his at- 
tempts to create a 
poetry absolutely 
pure. 

The motive of 
obscurity is devel- 
oped in the chap- 
ter on “The Poet 
as Ritualist,” which 
explains how the 
poetic ritual “embraces and transcends 
mystery.” Other important parts of 
the book deal with symbols and masks 
as themes of Mallarme’s work. A biog- 
raphy of the poet and a review of sym- 
a and post-symbolism are also in- 
cluded. 


Since 1936, a selection of 32 poems 
translated by Roger Fry has formed the 
standard English edition of Mallarme’s 
work, although scattered versions by 
other writers exist. In the present vol- 
ume Mr. Fowlie carefully analyzes and 
interprets 43 poems, including ‘“Hero- 

iade,” “Afternoon of a Faun” and 
several other long pieces. 


His literal translations. placed among 
the note@to each chapter, show wide 
divergence from the occasionally im- 
precise Fry texts. Mistranslations of 
Mallarme’s poems are common, and it 
is gratifying to see in. Mr. Fowlie’s 
work many versions that are models of 
accuracy. Some readers may miss the, 
embellishments of conventional meter 
and rhyme, which might be desirable 
but would not be in keeping with the 
purpose of this book. 


‘“Mallarme” is perhaps the most sig-, 
nificant full-length study in English on 
this fascinating figure. Although schol- | 
arly, it is briskly readable and should 
be useful to students of French litera- 
ture and to all others interested in the’ 
French backgrounds of our own mod- 
ern poetry.

very clear.

Delegates concerned over the 
trend in Korea have been tell- 
ing Madame Pandit that it may 
soon be necessary for the As- 
sembly to intervene directly in 
the supervision of thé repatria- 
tion program in Korea. This 
would relieve American officers, 
both military and diplomatic, of 
some of the burden of responsi- 
bility, and Washington might 
even welcome such a move. 

The question of the nature of 
the Korean political conference 
due under the truce terms to 
begin on Oct. 28, was put at the 
bottom of the agenda when the 
Assembly met. 


But Madame Pandit has told 
inquiring delegates that this 
would not prevent the question 
of repatriation and the need for 
greater U.N. supervision from 
being brought up on the floor 
at any time. She has'‘said that 
a special proviso makes this pos- 
sible. 


Some False Assumptions? 


Madame Pandit is coming to 
the view held in Washington 
that there will be no Korean 
conference. As of the present 
writing, no word has come to 
her or to anyone in the U.N, 
from the Communist Chinese. 
The conclusion, therefore, is 
that they do not want a con- 
ference. 


With the signing of the truce 
after more than three years of 
war, American policy-makers 
rested, rather too complacently 
in the view of some observers, 

n certain assumptions. One 
was that the war would not be 
resumed because the will to 
fight in South Korea would be 
drained off with peace and the 
desperate need for rehabilita- 
‘tion. Another assumuption glib- 
ly reiterated is that China has 
far more to lose from a renewal 
of the conflict than has the West. 


But Nehru is an Asian who 
knows the aspirations, the fears, 
the deep resentments of Asian 
peoples. He was right three 
years ago. His warning today 
should not be lightly dismissed.

In his 20s, Fraser did a por- 
trait bust of President Theodore 
Roosevelt at the White House. 
It now stands in the Senate 
chamber. Fraser also did the 
equestrian statue of Theodore 
Roosevelt outside the American 
Museum of Natural History, in 
New York, and the “Rough- 
Rider” statue in Santiago, Cuba.

F IN testing your face shape

“TO SPOIL” —as in “SPOILING 
THE EGYPTIANS” 


HE expression, “spoiling the 
T Egyptians” is not one popu- 

lar in every-day speech, al- 
though it is still heard among 
those who know their Bible so 
well that its words become their 
own metaphor. It serves, more- 
oven, to illustrate how SPOIL 
started. 

Sir Waker Scott, writing early 
in the nineteenth century, had 
one of his characters say, “How 
does a man of your strict prin- 
ciples reconcile yourself to cheat 
the revenue?” And the reply is, 
“It's a mere spoiling o’ the 
Egyptians.” 

Thus, after Scott as before 
him, allusion to cheating, to un- 
fairness in trade or outright dis- 
honesty are explained as “spoil- 
ing the Egyptians.” The phrase 
originates in the Bible, in 
Exodus, XXI, 35, 36: “They bor- 
rowed of the Egyptians jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold, and 
rdiment. ...” followed by “and 
they spoiled the Egyptians.” The 
“spoil” here is in its early sense 
of to plunder or rob, the “bor- 
rowed” standing for asked. 

There is your source for the 
Saying, and light was shed on 
the significance by Charles 
Read, the popular novelist, writ- 
ing over half a century later 
than Sir Walter Scott. When the 
question arises as to whether 
certain procedure would be fair

In other 
words, is it all right to plunder 
those who stand with us as the 
Egyptians stood in Exodus? 
The derivation of “spoil” is 
from the Old French “espoilli- 
er,” going back to the Latin 
“spoliare,” out of “spolium,” 
which gave us as well the noun 
“spoil,” which is booty.

Declarer then laid 
down the mp ace, obviously 
intending to knock out trumps 
as quickly as ible, but when 
the 10 was played by East, South 
thought things over and con- 
cluded that a safety play was in 
order. In other words, he felt 
that there was a strong prob- 
ability of West's holding the 
Q-9-6-2 of trumps originally, and 
if South now laid down the 
trump king, West would make 
two trump tricks and defeat the 
contract. To prevent this, South 
now led a low trump—and as a 
consequence, East made his 
queen. Every other North-South 
pair won 11 tricks at spade con- 
tracts. 


My correspondent asks wheth- 
er, at mateh-point duplicate, 
such safety plays are advisable. 

It is difficult to give a cate- 
gorical answer to this question, 
because even at match-point 
play it is often wise to safeguard 
the contract itself at the possi- 
ble expense of an overtrick. How- 
ever, it is also true that safety 
plays are not nearly as valuable 
at match-points as at rubber 
bridge. At the latter game, the 
overtrick is inconsequential, and 
so if declarer can greatly in- 
erease his margin of safety, he 
naturally should do so. 

In this case, however, it was 
a very close point whether South 
should have played for the 4-1 
break of trumps he feared, df 
should have laid down the sec- 
ond high trump for the chance 
of the overtrick—a very im- 
portant factor at duplicate play.

JIM WENT TO SEE his family physician. Now, if this 
were a radio script, the good doctor would have meddled 
in Jim's relations with his employer and obtained a pro- 
motion, given Jim a shot of self-esteem, caused the couple 
to adopt a child, and everything would have turned out 
happily for ever and ever.

HENRY HITCHCOCK ... ONE 
OF THE FOUNDERS.

N October, 1853, one of the 
| s« Louis newspapers of that 

day, the Missouri Republican, 
described the beginring of “an 
enterprise which contains in it 
the germs of more good to St. 
Louis than any undertaking 
which has ever been entered 
upon here.” 

That enterprise is now cele- 
brating its hundredth birthday, 
and it has more than fulfilled 
those rosy early expectations. 
The Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, which started as a 
small group of men with high 
ideals, has grown to the status 
of civic institution. 

Through a confused century 
of war and peace, during the 
gaudy gaiety of inflationary 
periods and the grim, gray times 
of depression, it has made its 
quiet but persistent influence 
work for the benefit of youth. 

- The highlights of these activi- 
ties, “The Story of the Y.M.C.A. 
of St. Louis“ and St. Louis 
County,” have been assembled 
in book form by Adele Starbird, 
dean of women at Washington 
University, who writes “The 
Dean Speaks Up,” column for 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Most people think of the “Y” 
as an athietically-inclined . or- 
ganization, a body devoted, to 
clean living and muscle building. 
But its first concern was for 
the spirit and it was as a spiri- 
tual group that it had its initial 
beginnings, more than a cen- 
tury ago, in England. 

A young man named George 
Williams of Sommerset had gone 
to London to work as a draper’s 
clerk. Like his fellow clerks, 
he worked long hours, lived in 
dingy surroundings. Unlike them, 
he could not enjoy himself on 
Sunday by gambling and drink- 
ing in an effort to blot out the 
drabness of his daily life. 

Instead, he began conducting 
a series of prayer meetings in 
his room. Soon ‘he had organ- 
ized a group ef young clerks 
who shared. his ideas. They 
called themselves the Young 
Men's Christian Association. 

This was in 1844. By 1851, 
the Y.M.C.A. had seven branch- 
es in London, 14 in the provinc- 
es. Their main headquarters 
boasted classrooms and a library 
of 7000 books. Soon the idea 
spread to France and the Unit- 
ed States. The one in St. Louis 
was the sixteenth on the North 
American*continent. The first 
meeting was held Oct. 13, 1853, 
at the Second Baptist Church, 
then situated at Sixth and Lo- 
cust streets, when 23 young men 
of various Christian faiths met 
together. 


According to the record: 

“The recollections of that eve- 
ning will never be erased from 
the memories of the little circle 
that there met together. We be- 
lieve the Spirit of our Saviour, 
who prayed ‘that they all may 
be one,’ was present with us. 
Denominational distinctions fad- 
ed away. Our cause was won 
and Christian hearts were there 
found who were ready for the 
work.” 

A short time later, officers 
were elected. They were: Presi- 


dent, E. W. Blatchford: vice 
presidents, E. A. Corbett, H. 
Christopher, Samuel 


Cupples 
Jr.. William McDowell, J. B. 
Evans, S. B. Johnson, the Rev. 
J. G. White, H. W. Rice, W. E. 
Sell and C..C. Selter; recording 
secretary, John L. Dunnica; cor- 
responding secretary, Henry 
Hitchcock (‘who was to be active 
almost half a century in “Y” 
work): treasurer, Isaac Wyman; 
librarian, George Sluter. 

In November, they held their 
first public meeting at the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church. Cler- 
gymen from eight denominations 
took part, with the prinéipal ad- 
dress given by the Rev. T. M.

Cunningham, who defined the 
nature of the project as the 
“mental, social and spiritual im- 
provement of young men.” 
Even in that day, there was 
a need for guidance work. The 
term “juvenile delinquent” may 
not have been invented as yet, 
but the unrest preceding the 
Civil War was much in evidence. 


The new organization flour- 
ished. Within two months it had 
a membership of 298 and a 
suite of rooms in the Mercantile 
Library which it rented for 
$1000 a year. In the spring of 
"54, it sent a delegate to the 
national convention. 


The Y.M.C.A.’s early activi- 
ties, as reported in the Daily 
Dispatch and the St. Louis 
Democrat, were confined to re- 
ligious services and aid to the 
needy. One story told of a 
crippled Confederate soldier for 
a job, 
another of a stranded traveler 
who was given a railroad pass 
back home. A report in 1869 
told proudly how “over 400 men 
who came to us penniless are 
now filling responsible posi- 
tions.”

NFORTUNATELY, after the 
YJ cia War, the Association, 

as it was popularly known, 
underwent a slump. One spect- 
lation was that a preponderance 
of Union sympathizers in the 
group had alienated the pre- 
dominantly Southern city lead- 
ers. It became dormant until 
1875 when it was reorganized 
and Major H.C. Wright elected 
president. Once again there 
were hard times, a postwar de- 
pression, and one of the associa- 
tion's first acts was the opening 
of the Friendly Inn, at 1224 
Broadway, for the unemployed. 

In 1880, the Y.M.C.A. acquired 
its first property. A_ building 
which was being vacated by the 
Union Methodist Episcopal 
Church at Eleventh and Locust 
streets, was purchased for $37,- 
500. The Board of Trustees de- 
gided to hold an open house, and 
with masculine  nonchalance, 
gave the women of the church 
all of a week to work out the 
details and provide 400 sand- 
wiches, 10 gallons of ice cream 
and other refreshments. The 
women did nobly; the party was 
a success. 

From 1880 on, the work of the

Association increased on all 
sides. There was a branch for 
railroad men, a branch for Ne- 
groes—which underwent a long 
struggle and eventually made 
good, a German branch which 
maintained a travelers’ aid serv- 
ice for immigrants, a branch at 


Bellefontaine Farms, and one 
for medical students. 
In 1885, headquarters was 


moved to a leased building at 
Twenty-ninth and Pine streets. 
Bequests began to come in, one 
from the estate of Sarah A. 
Collier, one from Henry Shaw. 
In 1898, a new building on 
Grand and Franklin avenues was 
dedicated.’ 

By this time, there had been 
one notable change in one phase 
of the Association's activity. Ir 
its earliest days the lighter side 
of recreation was frowned upon. 

Even-the introduction of chess 
boards to the St. Louis “Y” was 


a debated subject. But in 1866, 


the objective was changed na- 
tionally to read, “the improve- 
ment of the spiritual, mental, 
social, and physical condition of 
young men,” 
“gymnasiums, music, and other 
unobjectionable means” of diver- 
sion were permissible. 

Luther E. Gulick, first secre- 
tary for physical work of the 
international committee, pio- 
neered the athletic activities. It 
was he who assigned instructor 
James Naismith to

that squeaked when squeezed. 
Then she was shown, at a dis- 
tance, the funny little tree toad 
blowing up his throat to make

DON’T FORCE A diae-otebibinn 
child to face or touch the thing 
she fears. Keep it at a distance 
while reassuring the child. If 
possible begin a slow approach 
to acquainting the child with 
the harmlessness of the thing 
or the creature. If it is the 
vacuum cleaner she fears, let 
her look at it and then let her 
see someone use it, for a brief 
moment at a distance. Gradual- 
ly, day by day, try getting her 
closer to-it. Do the same with 
the dog, the cat, the insects that 
the child dreads. Familiarity 
often is a good cure for such 
fears.

URING World War I, much 
D:v work was with service- 

men. Following the war, in 
1921, the organization survived 
one of its darkest moménts. The 
Central building was destroyed 
by fire. It was replaced by anew 
building, farther downtown, at 
Sixteenth and Locust. This one, 
the present location, was opened 
in 1926 and it is said that “when 
the building was dedicated, the 
key was thrown into the Missis- 
sippi river and the doors have 
never been closed.” 

During the flaming ‘20s, the 
need for youth work was height- 
ened. One of the programs start- 
ed then was the father-sen par- 
ticipation work of the Indiatm 
Guides, which Harold S. Keltner 
and an Ojibway Indian ‘named 
Joe Friday) ‘originated. Today 
there are 75 “tribes” in this 
area, which observe the rule, 
“No father without a son. No 
son without a father,” in their 
activities. 

The post-World War I depres- 
sion required relief work again, 
and such special activity as the 
Jefferson College, active through 
the '30s and early ‘40s. During 
World War II, it was work with 
servicemen again. Wrote one 
American soldier from a Ger- 
man prison camp: 


#‘I doubt whether people real- | 


ize the tremendous job the Y.M. 
C.A. is doing. For where the 
Red Cross supplies food and 
medicines, the Y.M.C.A. gives 
us the things necessary to keep 
us from stagnating mentally.” 

Postwar _ work _ has ,_ ee. 
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sized such things as the Youth 
in Government program among 
high school students, which 
sponsors model legislative ses- 
sions in state eapitols. Locally, 
there are now 15 Y.M.C.A. 
branches in the St. Louis area, 
an annual enrollment of 44,000 
members, and three camps, in- 
cluding the newest at Sunnen 
Lake, built by Joseph Sunnen. 


It would be impossible, in 
story, or even book, to cover 
completely the far-flung work of 
all the St. Louis “Ys,” the ac- 
complishments of the Peters 
family in North Side work, of 
Joe Causino at the South Side 
branch who helped train Joe 
Garagiola and Yogi Berra, of 
James Cook's Pine Street “Y” 
where Henry Armstrong re- 
ceived his early training. In 
many families, “Y;’ work has 
been handed down from father 
to son, as with the Bascoms, the 
Pflagers, the Danforths.

The Y.M.C.A. will be celebrat- 
ing its centennial all week long. 
Tomorrow and Thursday there 
will be luncheons. Sunday will 
be Y.M.C.A. Sunday in. 100 
churches. Next Tuesday there 
will be two Founder's Day ob- 
servances.

‘Veal Must 
| Be Cooked 
Thoroughly 


By Edith M. Barber 


‘6 | S VEAL as digestible as 


other meats? Should it be 

given to children?” asks a 
reader. She herself was not al- 
lowed to have veal in childhood 
but, as she says, many food be- 
liefs have changed a lot in re- 
cent years, 

We have lost our prejudices 
against veal, since we can now 
count on its quality, Veal has 
practically the same food value 
as beef does. There is no reason 
not to use it for the family if 
it is cooked thoroughly. Never 
use rare veal, It requires rather 
long cooking to make it tender 
and, incidentally, more flavorful. 

In cooking veal chops or 
steak, often known as cutlet, 
we brown the meat lightly, then 
add a small amount of liquid, 
cover the skillet and cook slow- 
ly for some time. A roast should 
be baked at a low ‘temperature 
for a number of hours. It's al- 
most impossible to overcook 
veal. 

One of my favorite methods 
is to marinate a roast in French 
dressing, very highly seasoned, 
and to baste it several times 
during the roasting with more 
of the dressing. Veal has little 
natural fat and needs to be 
basted for the sake of flavor 
and for gravy. 

Savory Roast Veal. 

Rub highly seasoned French 
dressing liberally into meat and 
let stand as long as possible. 
Roast in slow oven (325 degrees 
F.) basting occasionally with 
more French dressing. Allow 35 
to 40 minutes per pound. If you 
have a meat thermometer, when 
meat is done, the temperature 
should read 180 degrees F. Make 
gravy from the fat left in the 
pan. Reserve seasoning until af- 
ter the gravy has been tested. 

Glazed Veal Steaks. 

Have veal steak cut into serv- 
ing pieces. Roll in well-seasoned 
flour and saute in fat until 
lightly browned. Add just 
enough water to cover bottom 
of pan. Cover and let simmer 
at least % hour. Add % glass 
tart jelly and cup hot water. 
Cook uncovered ‘until meat is 
slightly glazed, turning pieces 
when necessary.
